National committee today gave out for 
publication a formal and final state- 
ment.

With its immense gas 
bag containing 65,000 cubic feet of 
hydrogen gas. to the comparatively 
small balloon belonging to A. U Rey- 
nolds of Los Angeles, Cal.. which, 
when fully inflated, has a capacity of 
only 3,000 cubic feet. In principle of 
propulsion the airships vary as wide- 
ly as they do in si7,e. The first flight

Xew York. Xov. 7.—There was no 


extreme activity about political head- 
quarters, but the managers were alert 
and watching the close of tbo cam- 
paign with great interest. 
The Dem- 


ocratic national committee issued a 
statement claiming with confidence 
the'election of Judge Parker, and also 
making assertions about the campaign 
fund of the Republican party. Chair- 
man CortelyouJ although shown a 
copy of the statement, would make no 
comment further than to repeat the 
claim made Saturday night that Mr. 
Roosevelt would have 314 votes in the 
electoral 
college. 
The 'Democrats 


claim 270 votes. 


About the hotels where politicians 


usually gather, and where great inter- 
est is shown on the eve of an elec- 
tion, there was the same quiet that 
has marked the progress of the: can- 
vass. A few groups in cafes discussed 
the situation and expressed opinions 
on the result, but there was no ex- 
citement 
nor 
offers to wager any 


large sums, which has been a feature 
of previous elections. 


Chairman Cortelyou said: "I am 


satisfied that the Republican candi- 
dates for president and vice president 
will carry every 'northern state with 
the possible exception of Maryland 
and Xovada." 


Leader Murphy of Tammany, when 


asked for a final estimate on the re- 
sult of the election, said: "Every indi- 
cation points to a great Democratic 
success. I refrain from disclosing- the 
figures which warrant this statement 
because I do not wish to risk the 
chance of illegal methods in certain 
up-state sections defeating the will of 
the people. In previous years I have 
given accurate estimates of the city 
vote only to find that the Odell man-, 
agers provided by fraud election re- 
turns to overcome the city majority.

Indeed, it begins to look like 
a deadlock below Mukden for the win- 
ter unless Port Arthur falls, or the 
Japanese abandon the idea of renew- 
ing the assault upon the fortress 
there, and settle down to a regular 
siege, either of which would release 
enough troops to give the preponder- 
ance necessary to try to force the 
Russians out of Mukden. In fact the 
latest dispatches from the front indi- 
cate that some such move is prepar- 
ing, though the best opinion at the 
war office holds to the view that there 
is not likely to be another big battle 
this year, one of the indications point- 
ed out being the departure of many 
military attaches for the winter. 


Bombardments Futile. 


General Kuroki's Headquarters via 


Fusan, Nov. 7.—The positions'of the 
two armies are unchanged. The-Rus- 
sians continue infrequent 
and in- 


effectual bombardment, principally at 
night or in the early morning, with 
heavy guns, devoting their energies 
chiefly to the Japanese left, where 
the lines are nearer than .elsewhere. 
The Japanese refrain from replying. 
There is a sharp exchange, indicating 
firing somewhere on the lines, almost 
every night. The cold weather of the 
past week culminated in a sharp wind 
and flurries of snow. The ground is 
frozen and the soldiers build few fires 
for warmth, lest they draw the Rus- 
sian shots.

It is believed they are pre- 
paring seriously to advance, making 
their front strong, possibly, in order 
that it may be held by a compara- 
tively small force, while the heavier 
force engages in flanking movements. 
There is considerable evidence to in- 
dicate that the Japanese will make 
every effort to force the Russians out 
of Mukden, not only for the moral 
effect on Europe, but upon the Chi- 
nese as well. Mukden is extremely 
important to them as winter quarters.

Milan, Nov. 7.—About 500 students 


gathered in the center of the city,
